Learning  by  Osmosis 


The  U of  T President  eating  dead  chicken  in  the  atrium  in  San  Flem 


U of  T researcher  may  have  finally  discovered  why  students 
attempts  at  this  promising  study  method  have  failed

At  first  sight,  Laura  Edwards  does 
not  look  like  the  type  of  academic 
mind  who  would  be  responsible  for 
a scientific  breakthrough  that  may 
revolutionize  the  way  in  which  stu- 
dents leam.  "Itjustsortofcameto 
me  one  day.”  shrugs  the  petite 
blonde  who  is  head  of  U of  T’s 
Council  for  Research  of  Alternative 
Prognostication.  “Students  eat  a lot 
of  salt.  And  we  all  know  what  hap- 
pens when  there  is  a high  concen- 
tration of  salt:  things  flow  across 
the  membrane  to  try  to  balance 
things  out.  That  is  how  osmosis 
works." 

But  the  goal  of  students  trying  to 
learn  by  osmosis  is  to  absorb 
knowledge  which  is  so  highly  con- 
centrated in  their  textbooks,  not  to 
have  salt  flowing  across  mem- 
branes. This  lead  to  Dr.  Edwards' 
first  revelation:  Students  need  to  eat 


less  salt  if  they  are  to  learn  by  os- 
mosis. 

"It’s  quite  simple,  really,”  explains 
Edwards,  "You  decrease  your  salt 
intake,  and  the  concentration  of  salt 
in  your  body  is  less 
than  the  concentration 
of  other  stuff  outside 
your  body.  This 
forces  things  to  flow 
across  the  membrane 
in  the  direction  that 
will  balance  things  out 
more.  So  stuff  will 
flow  into  you.  specifi- 
cally knowledge  into 
the  brain."  The  ad- 
ditional health  benefits 
of  decreasing  salt  in- 
take — lower  blood 
pressure,  for  example 
— are  simply  an  added  bonus. 
Initial  tests  using  this  method  were 
discouraging.  "Our  test  subjects 
demonstrated  little  if  any  absorbtion 
of  knowledge,"  laments  Edwards. 
"Then  we  realized  what  was 


wrong. 

In  order  for  osmosis  to  occur,  sub- 
stances must  be  dissolved.  As  a 
result,  tire  second  round  of  testing 
involved  submerging  test  subjects 


and  their  text  books  under  water. 
This  proved  more  promising. 

"Five  per  cent  of  our  lab  rats  dem- 
onstrated a definite  increase  in  their 
ability  to  integrate  after  just  three 


hours  under  water  with  the 
Sallas  and  Hilles  Calculus 
text."  beams  Edwards.  "And 
any  chem  or  bio  student  knows 
that  you  can  speed  up  a reac- 
tion by  increasing  the  tem- 
perature and  agitating  the  so- 
lution." 

Subsequent  tests  incorporated 
this  information,  and  a marked 
increase  in  absorption  was 
noted. 

"We  are  still  working  out  the 
bugs,”  says  Edwards  confi- 
dently. "We  still  don’t  know 
exactly  what  happens  during 
this  complex  process.  There 
is  a chance  that  other  knowl- 
edge might  dissolve  into  the 
solution,  but  we  are  pretty 
sure  that  we  can  distill  that 
solution  and  everything  will  be 
retained  in  the  text  book  in  the 
end,  so  it  will  all  be  recover- 
able.”

Editorial 


Just  like  a Varshitty  “news”  article  but  we  call  it  an  editorial 


A few  weeks  ago,  I learned  that 
there  was  going  to  be  an  annual 
meeting  for  the  Varshitty'  (a  crappy 
campus  newspaper).  1 knew  that 
around  a dol  lar  of  my  student  fees 
entitled  me  to  a membership  in  the 
Varshitty.  In  what  I can  only  explain 
as  a spur  of  motivation,  I set  out  to 
get  my  dollar's  worth  of  democracy. 

I sincerely  felt  that  the  official  name 
of  the  newspaper  should  reflect  the 
nature  of  its  content,  so  I researched 
the  newspaper's  corporate 
constitution  and  with  a little  help 
from  some  friends  wrote  up  an 
amendment. 

1 new  that  there  were  a lot  of  people 
who  would  agree  with  my 
amendment  but  I also  knew  that 
very  few  people  would  be  able  to 
make  it  to  the  meeting  (which  was 
at  six  o'clock  that  night).  This  is 
where  proxies  came  in. 

Proxying  is  basically  one  person 
saying  that  they  cannot  make  it  to  a 
vote  so  they  entitle  another  person 
to  vote  for  them.  1 talked  to  a lot  of 
people,  telling  them  about  the 
meeting  and  about  my  amendment. 
Not  many  wanted  to  come  to  the 
meeting  but  76  people,  some 
engineers  and  some  artsies,  signed 
proxy  forms,  trusting  that  1 would 
pass  the  amendment  and  bring 
democratic  justice  to  the  world  of 
journalism. 

I thought  that  it  was  sad  that  many 


students  are  not  even  aware  of  their 
ability  to  vote  in  such  a meeting. 
Many  of  the  people  that  I 
approached  about  my  amendment 
asked,  "will  they  let  you  do  that” 
not  realizing  that  the  "they”  to  whom 
they  referred  were  in  fact 
themselves. 

Regardless,  I went  to  the  meeting 
with  the  proxies  of  76  supporters  in 
hand  and  was  surprised  to  find  that 
the  meeting  had  been  scheduled  in 
a room  that  could  fit  no  more  that 
around  twenty  people  comfortably. 
There  were  more  than  twenty  there; 
twenty-seven  people  eligible  to  vote 
were  in  the  room,  many  of  them 
people  who  I had  spoken  to  earlier 
in  the  afternoon.  I wondered  how 
the  meeting  could  have  fairly 
represented  the  population  had  we 
not  shown  up. 

Democracy  does  have  a device  to 
protect  against  such  problems.  It  is 
called  quorum.  Quorum  assures 
that  a vote  will  only  take  place  if  a 
valid  number  of  voters  are  present. 

1 was  aware  that  the  Varshitty  had 
quorum  set  at  1 00  votes.  With  the 
27  people  present  and  my  76 
proxies  and  the  proxies  of  other 
people  in  the  room,  we  had  around 
1 1 6 votes  present. 

The  meeting  progressed  as 
scheduled  on  its  agenda.  Several 
other  motions  were  passed.  When 
the  time  came  for  our  motion  to  be 
passed,  the  meeting  was  stopped 
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because  quorum  was  called.  It 
seems  that  the  Varshitty’s 
constitution  does  call  for  1 00  votes 
to  be  present  but  50  voters  must 
actually  be  present  for  a vote  to  be 
valid. 

This  raises  some  interesting 
questions.  If  there  were  not  enough 
votes  present  to  make  a fair  decision 
about  my  amendment,  then  how 
could  there  have  been  enough  votes 
present  for  any  of  the  other  votes? 
If  fifty  people  present  are  required 
to  make  a fair  vote,  why  was  the 
meeting  scheduled  for  such  a small 
room? 

I must  agree  that  my  amendment 
was  stopped  by  real  rules  that  are 
written  down  on  real  paper  for  all 
to  see  but  what  truly  upsets  me  was 
the  behavior  of  one  of  the  members 
of  the  Varshitty.  After  the  meeting, 
she  said  "can’t  you  fi  nd  something 
constructive  to  do  with  your  time.” 
I personally  think  that  exercising  my 
democratic  right  is  something 
constructive.  When  I was  asking 
tire  Varshitty  editor  (a  really  nice  guy 
even  though  he  works  for  the 
Varshitty)  about  how  I could  get 
another  meeting  where  my 
amendment  could  be  reviewed  by 
a sufficient  number  of  students,  she 
butted  in  and  said  "Ha  ha,  you  lose.” 

You  know  what,  I don't  think  that  I 
lost.  I realized  that  1 had  some  pull 
at  this  school  just  because  I go  here. 

I informed  a lot  of  people  that  they 
had  the  same  rights  and  in  the 
process  over  doubled  the  number 
'of  votes  at  a meeting. 

If  anyone  lost,  then  it  was  the  group 
of  people  who  think  that  they 
control  democracies,  the  kind  of 
people  who  hold  meetings  in  small 
rooms  because  they  don’t  expect 
anyone  to  challenge  them.  They 
may  have  stopped  us  from  passing 
our  amendment  but  in  the  end,  they 
must  go  home  knowing  that 
regardless  of  rules,  the  majority  of 
votes  at  the  meeting  disagreed  with 
them. 

1 have  already  been  way  more 
serious  and  political  than  I wanted 
to  be  in  this  editorial  but  1 assure 
you  that  the  rest  of  the  Toiks  is  a lot 
more  light-hearted.  Have  fun.  be 
nice  and  don’t  let  anyone  stop  you.
